may venture to ſay, that if-mere ſtudying and 
forming hypotheſes, would either moſt certainly 
find out the cauſe or cure of a diſtemper, the 
Gout would not to this day have triumphed o- 
ver all the learned profeſſors. Let this ſuffice 
for an apology for my practiſing as a phyſician, 
which ſome are willing to lay hold on, as a mean 
argument againſt the uſefulneſs of my remedy 
for the Gout. The occaſion, by which Provi- 
dence was pleaſed to uſe me as the unworthy in- 
ſtrument of uſhering this remedy into the world, 
is this; I had been treated by the Gout, all 
my life long, in the ſevereſt manner, and was 
uite tired with lite, being laid up ſometimes 
for half a year together.

1 in which you deſire L will give you a parti- 
cular account of the ſucceſs I have had in the 
uſe of Dr. Rogers's oils ; And as you are a fel⸗ 
low: ſufferer, 1 take the opportunity of the Fr 
firſt poſt, to anſwer your requeſt, 
Give me leave to acquaint you, firſt, how ſe⸗ 
verely have been handled : I was born in 1693.
